The Energy 
Committee’s 
Agenda for 1980 


At the top of the list comes the 
proposed BEPS program 
(Building Energy Performance 
Standards), a new federal 
program conceived as the 
architectural answer to the 
ASHRAE standards. The public 
hearings scheduled in April repre- 
sent a first opportunity for the 
Chapter to file a position paper 
and to participate publicly in the 
growing debate over BEPS. To 
prepare this position paper the 
Energy Committee will be 
working jointly with both the 
Codes Committee and the 
Commissioner on Public Affairs. 


Next comes an expressed desire 
for the Chapter to begin preparing 
one-page mini publications on a 
case-study basis of significant 
architectural activity in the 
residential sector as it involves 
Energy Auditing. Areas such as 
active and passive solar, 
conservation and retrofit, as well 
as energy management and 
auditing could be the focus of 
single sheets jointly prepared by 
the Housing Committee and the 
Energy Committee. This outreach 
by the Chapter in the form of 
flyers to the public could go a 
long way towards alerting the 
public to the profession's 
involvement with the energy 
revolution. 


The third area involves the need 
to develop some sort of 
Clearinghouse capability within 
the Chapter as it touches on the 
public’s interest in energy and 
building. The almost daily need 
by the profession to respond to 
inquiries of an energy nature 
suggests that a plan for 
developing outreach capabilities 
that can be identified with the 
regular services which the 
Chapter affords be studied.

BSA Member Firm Again Wins National 
School Design Award 


The Cambridge architectural firm of Hill Miller Friedlaender Hollander, 
Inc. has been named the recipient of the 1980 Walter Taylor Award for 
its Charlestown High School. The award is given jointly by the 
American Association of School Administrators and the American 
Institute of Architects for excellence in school architecture. The 
thirteen million dollar Charlestown complex was chosen as the best 
school design from a national field of 147 schools submitted. The 
award was presented to the firm at the AASA's annual convention, 
held this year in Anaheim, California on February 15-18. 


This marks the second time the Cambridge firm has been so honored. 
Its Brewster Elementary School received the Walter Taylor Award in 
1977.

Committee Forming

Committee Questionnaire, 
Michael O. McKenna AIA of 
Professional Designs, Inc. has 
suggested that the BSA form an 
Interior Architecture Committee. 
“With an increased number of 
architects practicing interior de- 
sign either as a primary or 
ancillary service, it is important to 
have some means of meeting 
their professional information 
needs, and of creating a public 
awareness that architects can 
successfully provide interior 
design services (and that profes- 
sional design services are, in fact, 
a worthwhile investment).”

MSAA Receives 
Recommendations 
of Special 
Commission 


The MSAA has retained Hill and 
Barlow to review the various 
legislative recommendations of 
the Special Commission. This is 
an exceedingly difficult issue to 
summarize in this limited space. 
Any member wishing the full 
report of the MSAA Executive 
Committee as reported by Carl 
Sapres to the Special 
Commission may have it by 
calling the Chapter office. 


Continued Use of the Phrase 
“General Supervision” in the 
State/ Designer Contract — 
MSAA should push for corrected 
wording. 


Requirement That All Designer 
Contracts Be Lump Sum — Lump 
Sum should not be the only 
method of compensation. 


Increased DSB Control Over 
Identity of the Designer's 
Subconsultants — Consensus 
indicated willingness to list 
consultants but requested right to 
substitute or to adjust fee. 


Should Architects Be Required to 
Keep and File Detailed Records 
— Feeling was this requirement 
too strict, but could be limited, 
based on size of job, such as 
contracts of $500,000, with 
independent CPA report. 


Disqualification of Designers — 
Disqualification for improper acts 
obviously must be covered, but 
method of disqualification must 
be reviewed and revised. 


Professional Liability Insurance — 
Feeling that this should be left out 
of statute, but could be adminis- 
tratively applied; should leave 
latitude for future changes in 
method of covering liability. 


Do You Favor Elimination of 
Allowances and Restrictions In 
the Use of Alternates in Public 
Bidding — Suggest this be 
eliminated from the legislation. 


New Construction Techniques — 
Feeling is that putting provisions 
in new techniques in legislation is 
the wrong place. The director of 
project management should 
determine method for a particular 
project, and selection of consul- 
tants should be adapted to meet 
this project requirement. 


On the matter of the repeal of the 
Filed Sub-bid Law the Executive 
Committee agreed that Mr. 
Sapers could express that the 
Executive Committee is in favor 
of the general direction of the 
Commission's recommendations. 
However, the Executive Com- 
mittee feels obligated to 
communicate with the member- 
ship to determine the direction it 
will take.

BOSTON by FOOT is recruiting 
volunteer guides for its spring 
lecture and field trip series. Those 
who take the course as guides-in- 
training commit themselves to 
conducting eight tours from June 
through October during the 1980 
season. The course is also open 
to auditors who do not wish to 
become guides. Tuition is $38.00 
for guides-in-training and $68.00 
for auditors.

The Bookshop is a proven 
success. We urgently need a 
larger space now for display, 
browsing. Present space for staff 
and programming have run out. 


This recommendation concludes 
an effort that began in 1977. In 
1978 George Notter FAIA 
concluded his Space Search 
Report: We see a relocated 
headquarter having a 
sophisticated Bookshop with 
Document sales, a Members’ 
Lounge and Conference Space, 
all providing a strong public 
impact. 


The current Space Search Com- 
mittee (membership includes Earl 
Flansburgh FAIA, Peter Forbes 
AIA, Marilyn Fraser AIA, George 
M. Notter, Jr. FAIA, Thomas M. 
Payette FAIA, Terry Rankine 
FAIA, A. Anthony Tappe AIA and 
the Board of Directors believe 
that the Charles Street Meeting 
House meets the standards of the 
Chapter in terms of the building 
and the location. A notice of the 
open membership Board meeting 
to present this proposal will be 
sent shortly.

Finally, the desire to hold another 
Sunchanics Conference (March 
1970) which was co-sponsored 
by the BSA as coordinated by 
SECA (Service for Energy 
Conservation in Architecture) has 
been expressed and will be 
studied as to its organization. 


In summary, BEPS, the Energy 
Clearinghouse capability and the 
planning of another edition of the 
Sunchanics Conference — in 
order of priority, items to be the 
1980 Energy Agenda for the 
Chapter.
